Wife which is moſt- adorned with Tricks 
and Qualines, 'but ſhe that endeavoureth 
moſt, to that which is moſt neceſlary. . 
AndIrthink ſurely, that Bread 1s expreſly 
named here, as to frame her whole Con- 
verſanion, ſochielly, Ar Mouth with So- 
briery : For many Women are 1n -the 
mind of the Iſraelites in Egypt , Manna 
i5no Meat for them, but they muſt-have 
Quails, 'and all muft be dainty (though 
to the undoing of all) like Eve the Wife 
of Adam , +, hom of all the Trees in Para- 
diſe , none nugit ferye , but that which 
was the bane of her Husband; and the 
leſs: they want , the more wanton and - 
dainty mouthed they be.

But what meaneth Solomon by that from 
afar ? Sure not to anſwer that which 1s 
proverbaally faid , That far ferch'd and 
dcar bought 1s fitteſt for Ladics; as now- 
a-days what growethat home, is baſe and 
homely ; ' and what every one cats is Meat 
for Dogs , and we muſt have Bread from 
one Countrey , and Drink fromanother;
